Tine NKWB believes now is a splen- 
did time to consider this proposition 
as well. In a few months tho Grand- 
father Falls Company will, no doubt, 
have electricity to sell. Our City 
then Is In the position to receive the 
benefits arising out of competition 
that will likely result between tho 
two corporations here having elec- 
tricity to dispose of. Wausau has no 
such opportunity because It has to 
buy Its electricity from the 
only 


corporation that has that commodity 
there. 


If no competition could bo had the 


City could purchase tho Dells improv- 
ed water power, perhaps, from the 
Merrill Paper 
Manufacturing Co. 


and it would own power enough to 
run the water works plant and furnish 
electricity for .lighting purposes as 
well. 


These are mere suggestions on our 


part. They are, however, of such 
importance that the people should 
consider them carefully. The City Is 
like a private Individual doing busi- 
ness. It should take advantage of 
modern Inventions and profit by the 
experience of other cities. No one 
gives the City anything and so it 
should on all occasions and for all 
purposes drive as good a bargain as 
possible.

HITS LIQUOR DEALERS. 


Retail liquor dealers have been no- 


tilled to prepare for following the 
rules of tho pure food Jaws relative to 
liquors. Tho pure food laws relative 
to the Hijuor dealers went into effect 
on January 1. Tho law requires that 
it shall bo the duty of tho liquor deal- 
crs to label every bottle from which 
liquor Is sold at retail. Tho decan- 
ters that sit on the back bar and 
from which whiskey is sold by tho 
gloss, shall bo labeled. These la- 
bels must tell exactly tho brand 
of tho beverage; if 
it 
Is puro, 


blended, adulterated, rye, corn 
or 


whatever It might be. Tho tlno for 
tho violation of this provision of puro 
food law is heavy. 


In addition to the labeling of tho 


contents of tho decanters and other 
vessels where whiskey Is sold by tho 
quart or pint each bottle must carry 
labels certifying to the fact that It is 
a full quart or a full pint. Tho ma- 
jority of the bottles sold for quarts 
really hold considerably less than one 
fourtli gallon. Tho law relative to 
the name of tho liquor and the con- 
tents of tho bottles is very strict and 
Hi o tine is quite heavy. 


P. 0. BOX RENT NOT RAISED.

How to Become Expert 


at the Bowling Came 


A Few Pointers'to Beglnnera by Frank 


Brill—Brief History of the Sport. 


Frank Brill, of Chicago, or better 


known as Pop, one of tho best known 
bow|ers of tho country, having played 
In special matches both In tho east 
and west, tolla In his own words how 
to become an expert at the popular 
game. 
Brill Is well known to local 


bowlers and many good pointers may 
bo gathered from his story: 


"The game of bowling requires al- 


most as much preparation as any 
game that IB played to-day. Until one 
acquires form ho will tire himself at 
tho game and accomplish poor results. 
It Is a game that requires a great deal 
of strength to become expert, but this 
may gradually bo developed. 


"Care should bo taken 
In 
every 


movement until ono has learned to 
work like a machine. 
Many a star 


player haa beon put out of a big match 
through the simple cause of getting 
excited and falling to watch tho balls 
as they como In on tho runway, with a 
smashed finger or thumb as a result, 


"Little suggestions can bo given to 


players as to correct position to take 
when aiming for tho head pin. every 
man having more or loss hla own' 
style best'fitted for his build* and 
method of letting go of tho ball. Gen- 
eral suggestions nro to take a posi- 
tion about throe long stops back of the 
foul lino with a little allowance for 
tho slide. 


"A player soon learns which posi- 


tion Is best suited to him, it all de- 
pending on whether ho uses a center 


As was the rule with everything ol 
that period, tho sport was known by a 
variety of names. It was called "bowls," 
"French 
bowls" 
and 
"cnrrean." 


Those three names seem to have been 
tho most common. At that time tho 
game waa very different from tho pres- 
ent sport, but there was much similar- 
ity. Tho game was played with teams, 
us to-day. Tho balls—or bowls, as 
they were then called—wcro made of 
stone, one-halt spherical, the other 
half oval shape. This gave tho ball a 
curve aa It sped down tho bowling 
alley or green, aa an alloy was called 
in that day. Tho scene of tho game 
was a plot of ground .called a rink or 
bowling green, at each end of which 
waa placed a cone, which was ' tho 
mark for tho bowlers to roll Into. Tho 
cones wcro bowled to from ono end of 
the rink and then from tho other. 
The object of the game was for ono 
aide to place tho ball nearer the cone 
than Its opponents. 
Thus tho aldo 


bowling would try and knock their 
opponents' ball away from tho cone, 
supplanting their own. aa In tho game 
of quoits, tho nearer the cono scoring 
ono point for hlB team. 
Skill was re- 


quired to bowl BO as to get nearer the 
cono without knocking the opponent's 
ball closer. 


Later the atone ball was supplanted 


by one made of lignum vitae. The lat- 
ter being made.spherical, tho outside 
of tho tree from which tho balls wero 
mode being lighter than tho heart, nat- 
urally gave the ball tho desired basis 
for a curve. Some bowlers loaded ono 
sldo of tho ball with a heavy, .metal. 
BO as to obtain tho desired effect for 
a curve. 
' 


Tho conea were finally done away 


with and superseded by a stono or 
earthen ball about three and one-half

The progress of a now country can- 


not bo bettor ascertained than by not* 
ing tho Increase of railroad mileage In 
Its transportation system, and, Judged 
by this standard, the Canadian West 
leads all tho countries In tho world 
during the current year.

Allowing J20.000 a mllo for construc- 
tion, tho sum of $100.000.000 will bo 
put In circulation, and this In Itself 
should cauao good times to prevail in 
a land whero work Is plentiful, wages 
aro high, and tho cost of living la mod- 
crate. 


But tho building -of new railroads 


through Western Canada means a 
creator benefit to tho country than 
merely tho money put in circulation 
by tho cost of construction. Addition- 
al railway building means tho opening 
of now agricultural districts and aa 
additional area under crops; a largely 
Increased output of grain to foreign 
markets with consequent financial, re- 
turns; tho erection of elevators and 
tho growth of villages, towns and cit- 
ies; and everything- else that makes 
for the progress of national lite, and 
tho opening up of additional thousands 
of free homesteads, so extensively ad- 
vertised by tho Canadian government 
agent, whoso address appears else- 
where. .

Ho Is u man who has always lived excellently 
at home and moved In tho first circles on an Income that averaged $5,000 a 
year. 


Tho bouse did not have the courage to vote Its members nn Increase of

Folks out in tho "rural dnnstrlcts" probably could not 
comprehend bow $5,000 could bo small pay. Mut the house did recognize tho 
situation by Increasing the salaries of tho speaker, tbo vice president nnd 
ll'umbors of tbo cabinet to tbo $12,000 figure. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA MUST LICENSE CHICKENS. 


Unless the owners of chickens and pigeons 


con seciiro tho good will and consent of tbo dis- 
trict health ofllcer and of their neighbors, they 
will bo forced to part with their pots, for the com- 
missioners have approved tbo regulation restrict- 
ing tbo keeping of llvo fowls within tbo district. 


Efforts of pigeon fanciers to have their pets 


excluded from the provisions of tbo now regula- 
tions wore In vain, and the birds havo beem placed 
In thn samo class with other llvo fowl, Tho new 
regulation will bo known ns section C, article 7, 
of tho police regulations, and reads as follows: 


"No person shall keep any kind of llvo fowls 


or pigeons In any square) or block within tho Dis- 
trict of Columbia which ban 75 per cent, or Its 
territory Improved without first having obtained 
[i permit to do so from tho health ofllcer of said 
illstrlct, which permit shall prescribe tho conditions under which fowls and 
pigeons shall bo kept; nor wltliout having obtained tbo consent of 75 per 
cent of the residents within n radius of 100 feet from the boundaries of tho 
promises upon which fowls or pigeons nro to bo kept; provided, howev.ir, that 
Hiich fowls shall not bo permitted to run or stray beyond tbo boundaries of 
said premises; and, provided furtbor, that this regulation shall not apply to 
fowls or plRt-ons conllned In coops in regularly established provision or com- 


stores or public markets, or homing pigeons. 


"Any 
person violating any of the provisions of this section nliall bo lined 


not less than two dollars and not more than ten dollars, and each day fowls 
or pigeons aro kept or permitted to run or stray, as above provided, shall bo 
loomed a separate offense horoundor.1'

Since the removal of T. \\. Pray of 


Stevens 1'olnt Normal through the 
Intluenco of tho local regent of that 
Olty, Mr. McFarlalne, i large num. 
bur of tho Suuerlntendent* and Prin- 
cipals have been bitterly opposed to 
tho 
present regent system 
under 


which, every town containing a Nor- 
mal School has a local regent, aside 
from four other members of tho regu- 
lar Hoard of Ik-gents, making the 
Board consist of eleven members, 
ttevtm of whom were directly Interest- 
ed In tho Normal Schools In their 
own towns. 
11 has too often been the 


case under this system, that a single 
Regent has succeeded In 
removing 


tho President from his local Normal 
School or has boon able to have large 
sums of money spent upon his Normal 
to thedotrlmeiit'.of some of the weaker 


not a political movement—far from It. 
1 am not stalwart and never have 
been. (1 suspect that this statement 
admits of quite positive proof.) Not- 
withstanding this, however, 1 am In 
hearty sympathy with this movement 
which has for Its object the establish- 
ment of a state board of education, 
and I am neither ashamed nor afraid 
to have the people of Wisconsin know 
It.

one system but both systems and 
would therefore stand for a policy 
broad enough to bring alxiut the best 
possible relations 
between 
them. 


Furthermore, 
under such a lioard 


satisfactory relations would be much 
more likely to be established between 
the high schools and the university 
and Normal schools.

A REVOLVING BOOK-CASE. 


r'lece of Furniture for Library Which 


Boy Can Build. 


One of tho prettiest ways to keep 


books is In a revolving 
bookcase. 


Thoso can be had at furniture stores, 
butithe cost is-usually somewhat high, 
and then, there Is much moro pleas- 
ure In ranking a thing than in buying 
It, especially when tho article IB so 
easily made as is a book case of this 
stylo. 


To begin at tho foundation, ono 


needs first tho bnso and standard. 
Two pieces similar to that shown In 
Fig. 1 are needed for the bnso. Those 
nro "halved" together and a stout 
standard Inserted, ns shown In Fig. II. 
Tho base pieces should each be about 
two foot long and tho standard, hard 
wood, ono and a half Inches In diame- 
ter, should bo throe foot In height 
nbovo tho base. The top of this stand- 
ard should bo very smoothly rounded, 
as tho weight of tho wholo case Is to 
rest upon this top nnd revolvo about 
upon It. 


The making of tho shelves comes 


next, explains the Orange Judge Farm- 
er. 
Tho lowest of nil Is shown in 


Fig. III. The four sldo boards should 
be six or seven Inches wide, according 
to tho size of the- books to be accom- 
modated. The lower shelf can bo sev- 
en Inches wide and tho others six 
nnd five an one-half, respectively, if 
that will suit tho varied sizes of books. 
Tho corner Joints of these shelves are 
put together by "halving" ono piece 
upon another, but ono half need not 
como quite to tho front edge of the 
other. Across from one sldo to the 
other is nailed a thin strip with open- 
ing In tho center for tho standard to 
pass through. This will hold the low- 
er part of tho book case steadily In 


CHEMICAL EXPERIMENT. 


How an Egg Can Be Kept In Centrr or 


Liquid Mass. 


To keep an egg continually rotating 


In the midst of n liquid mass, without 
over allowing It to como up to the sur- 
face or to fall dawn to tho bottom. Is 
n feat which does not seem easy to 
perform. 
Owing to a peculiarity of 


tho composition of tho shell the ex- 
periment Is easily made, and will af- 
ford entertainment ns well as impart 
some knowledge. 


Tho eggshell contains a consider- 


able amount of calcium carbonate, and 
will evolve carbon dioxide gas when

place. Tim second shelf need not havo 
this cross piece, but tho next one 
above should have It. 


At the back edge of each shelf n 


thin strip across In both direction:), 
thin strip Is nailed, projecting two 
Inches above the shelf, to hold tho 
books from slipping back. The maga- 
zine shelf, next to tho top, should 
havo a strip across In both directions, 
as these strips arc to rest upon tho 
top of tho standard, and should be ex- 
tra strong, as the weight of tho whole 
case and tho books will como upon 
them. A llttlo plato of Iron should bo 
screwed to tho under side of the under 
cross piece for tho top of tho stand- 
ard to rest against. This will Insure 
as llttlo friction as possible. The rim 
at the back cdgo of this magazine 
shelf should extend up and touch the 
top of tho book case, that this top may 
bear Its part In supporting tho weight 
of the books. 


Tho Jlnt strips of wood that are 


screwed (with round-head screws) to 
tho corners, should bo stout enough 
to hold tho weight that will bo upon 
(ho shelves. A good size for tho case 
Is 18 or 20 Inches square. It can bo 
inudnnf plno or whllowood, then stain- 
ed. If desired.

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Pouring the Acid Into the Jar. 


submerged In a solution of hydro- 
chloric acid. The reaction differs, how- 
ever, from that which takes place un- 
der similar circumstances with ordi- 
nary limestone; tho organic matter 
which enters In tho composition of tho 
shell causes most of tho gaseous bub- 
bles to remain attached to tho egg. 
They Increase Its bulk, and hinder tho 
contact of tho acid with tho shell to 
such an extent that a solution which 
would in u few minutes consume a 
piece of marble tho si'ze of a nut, takes 
several hours tu dissolve the thin shell 
of an egg. The phenomenon, says tho 
Scientific American. Is most Interest- 
Ing to observe when produced by 
means of tho following apparatus: 


Tuko a glass Jar and half flll It with 


water. Then, by means of a glass tube 
which reaches to tho bottom of tho jar, 
pottr ?n equal amount of hydrochloric 
ncld under tho water, as shown In Fig. 
1, until the water rises to tho top of 
tho Jar. If no effort be made to mix 
tho two liquids they will remain neatly 
separated for days, the density of com- 
mercial hydrochloric ncld being greater 
than that of water, Let an egg sink 
gontly Into tho water. It will pass 
through It, reach tho hydrochloric acid 
zone, and there almost Instantaneously 
become covered with a thick layer of 
bubbles. These decrease Its density 
and prevent Its farther downward 
progress. 
The egg docs not come up 


to the top, however, but settlor on the 
dividing lino between tho two liquids, 
There It begins to revolvo slowly 
around Its greater axis, and will keep 
up that queer motion for moro tuna

THE FORESTRY MOVEMENT. 


None too soon—In many respects 


too late—lias the movement commen- 
ced In this country, and more especi- 
ally In Michigan, for the preservation 
and restoration of tho forests. 


It appears, In a bulletin Just Issued 


by our national agricultural depart- 
ment, that tho forest service of the 
United States Is to become united 
with tho Interatlonal forest experi- 
ments stations. 


The countries already belonging to 


this association are Germany, Austria, 
France, Italy, Russia, and Switzer- 
land. 


Tho science of forestry Is compara- 


tively well established In tho Europe- 
an nations named. For years their 
governments have .maintained corps 
of experts who have made an ex- 
haustive study of forestry In those 
countries. That the newlyjistabllsh 
ed forest service of 
this country 


should be received Into this associa- 
tion equal terms with the service of 
these six nations Is the lx;st evidence 
that this government has made great- 
progress In the brief time that Its 
forest service has been In existence. 


The problem Involved In the work 


undertaken by this bureau of the 
agricultural department are vital to 
the people of the United States. There 
Is scarcely a natural resource, with 
the single exception of the soil Itself, 
more Important, to the welfare of the 
people and possessing greater Intrinsic 
value than the forests. And no more 
shortsighted piece of folly Is to be 
attributed to us as a people than the 
reckless manner in which we have 
squandered the 
priceless heritage 


bestowed on us by nature. 


Already the forest reserves of this 


country comprise a total of 127,000,000 
acres and the government experts in 
tho last, ten years have contributed 
vastly to tho sclentltlc knowledgp of 
forestry both In this country and 
Europe. Much of the damage that 
hasbeendone Is Irreparable. Millions 
of acres on hill and mountainsides 
that have been deriuded must of 
necessity bo forever worthless, as the 
soil that once bore gigantic forests 
has been washed away beyond all 
possibility of restoration. Hut there 
are still other vast tracts which have 
been stripped bare which can again 
be restored to approximately natural 
condition and It Is to this 
highly

Dunne commanded at the battlo ot 
Volturno, where ho was BO severely 
wounded that his life was thought to 
bo In danger. He was celebrated for 
acts of great daring, and at the name 
time ho always preserved the quiet. 
gentle manners of a high broil English 
gentleman. . Garibaldi trusted him en- 
tlrely, and no nlllcor who served under 
the Italian hero liad a inoro loyal de- 
votion to his 'chief. 


Ho often said that Garibaldi's mili- 


tary ability had never been done jus- 
tice to. 
Ho rated him as Immeas- 


urably superior to the generals under 
him, but he thought well of Cosenz, 
who was afterward minister of war. 
Gen. Dunne's great deslro was to ho 
received Into 
the 
regular 
Italian 


army: but though the commission ap- 
pointed to Inquire Into the claims of 
Garlbaldlan officers reported highly In 
his favor, his wish was never Bra ti- 
lled, because, though he had shed his 
blood for Italy and materially helped 
to free her, he was an Kngllshman. 
Ho received all the Italian decora- 
tions, Including tho Savoy Order for 
military valor.
